The discussion of lynching in the United States his attracted 
attention to the fact that lynching is pecularv an American insti- 
tution. Lynching, like base ball, is a National pastime, only 
lynching is more limited in ita scope and public sentiment has not 
yet made it legal in all the States. Lynching is the creature or the 
aboranable theory of State's rights, like slavery it was restricted 
by tatrtwfe snd-te ni to ri al-laaa^ Yc-u can lynch a Negro without 
complaint, south of the old abysimal Mason and Dixon's line, and 
so you could hold him as a hog or a horse. North of that line there 
was always a question of redress, always a question of inalienable 
rights. Lynching is a heritage of alavery; at slavery's death it 
took from the south the right to hold the Negro, but gave the 
south the right to kill the Negro. 

Base ball has its seasons, lynching is a pastime that takes in 
all seasons. "All seasons are Thine, Oh Death!" 
pt Georgia and Texas have the Champion Lynching Teams with 
at any time several other states snowing decidedly good chances 
to win the penant. Georgia finds a foeman worthy of her steel in 
Texas, for what Texas loses in number she makes up in-brutality. 
Since the Waco horror a dull hush has fell upon Georgia. Georgia 
has gone back to her earlier studies to see whether she can not get 
from her past history or the dark ages some new invention of 
■ cruelty that will make the suffering of her mob victims more 
excruciating. 

Lynching Negroes is the southern white man s pastime. Cock 
fighting, bull fighting and prize flghting must be checked but Ne- 
gro lynching needs go on forever. . 

Of ail the southern teams, Georgia carries the tanfter. It is 

the banner of Wood; it is the. banner of race intolerance and its 

stripes and bare represent the lowest down race superstitions of 

the darkest ages. . ,

craft and drifting from his nat- 
ural groove. The mood a man 
carries to work affects the qual- 
ity for better or for worse. All 
that is wrohe/ iifarid 'with""1rtln 
will be wrong in and with the 
job he produces. 

The day of specialists Li not 
far and unless some remedy is 
offered the shops that hereto- 
fore used with one or more jour- 
neymen will of necessity have to 
double their mechanical force, 
which means an increase of the 
pay-rolls. 

Printing is the Ufeblood 
of the civilized world: to stop its 
pulsation mean.; v collapse in 
commerce and everythuig else. 
It requires r.^ much attention as 
any of the professions. 

Is there no future for the man 
who bas given his' best days in 
preparing himself for a life's 
work? Must he compromise his 
ruling passion for the high art 
and acquire taste for something 
that seems more profitable? A 
man is unfit for any ' other ser- 
vice after serving ten or fifteen 
years in a printahop. 

Now is the opportunity for 
employers of printing plants to 
act;, for the condition .is strictly 
economical. — Nashville Globe.

*, aettla this question a committee was 

JB j« t to Jerusalem to Investigate, 
, glnlfichl, the prophet, has suggested the 

tfttbmlng of Elijah (*UL 4-Jt> before the 

■* Messiah should come, and another 
prophecy Indicated that the prophet 
should be like unto Moses (Dent, 
18:10-18). John freely confesaes to 
this delegation that he is not the 
Christ nor Elijah nor the prophet pre- 
dicted by Moses. Bow foolish anil 
allly are those modern ones who pro- 
fess to be the messenger of the cov- 
enant or some other fanciful title. In- 
dicating the return of the witness 
■which Is to precede the coming of 
"CBror. Jbbn exercises haraiiityw tne 
way lie states his real position though 
hs does apply to himself the prophecy 
of Isaiah (Isa. 40 :8fl) which sets forth 
what bis mission was to be. A voice 
ems be heard but not seen. With our 
bodily eyes we never see a spirit. No 
man ever saw the soul of his nearest 
friend.

II. John the Baptlzer (w. 19-29). 
A* John had denied that he was the 
Christ or Elijah, the priests snd Ltv- 
Ites made bold to question bis author- 
ity st a later time matt. 21-23), m.d 
still later the authority of the apos- 
tles snd the priests (Acts 5:28). John 
answers them with another display of 
Ills humility. Ills baptism In water 
was nothing to the baptism of the 
coming one (See Matt 8 :ll ; Acts 1 :6). 
Though Christ was In their midst, they 
were blind and did not recognise him, 
(See re. 10,' U; cti. 8:19; 10:3>. 
John's baptism of repentance denotes 
a baptism which n penitent submitted 
to that be might receive the pledge 
and assurance that his sins were for- 

f ■ given. Baptism meant the clesnslng 
of the people from past sins that they 
might be fitted for entrance Into the 
klagdon^- Baptism is not conversion. 
It Is a witnessing and a symbol of a 
spiritual truth that we are dead unto 
sin, snd have risen to newness of life 
(Bom. 6:3-0). Like John, our voice 
must be not only that of humility but 
tt must be really a voice with a mes- 
sage from Qod. one that sounds « n un- 
mistakable note, one that can be heard 
wherever we go. one that will make 

■ men happier, - stronger, '.*r*T*T, 
like God. to prepare the way for Christ 
in the hearts of men. 

III. The Witness of the Spirit (w. 
28-34). The writer Is very explicit, 
stating' the exact time that these things 
occurred,' for he was en eye witness. 

- John first teetifteo that Jesus 
Lamb of God, referring of course to 
the sacrificial lamb, the atoning sacrl- 
- flea of the Old Testament {Gen. 22:7-8; 
Er. 12:3': Isa. 63:7). As the Lamb of 
God. Jesus would take away the 

■ of the world; thus the thought Is pri- 
marily that of atonement; a substitu- 
tion of another and the deliverance 

. from the gallt of sin. The nestt dsy 
sfter John's witness to the delegation 
from Jernsslem, he ssw Jesus coming 
unto him, snd said to the assembled 
people. "Behold the Lamb of God.' 
h This refers not so much to bis chars c- 
rJtar, ttuit of Innocence, meekness and 
j' patience, as to his offlce, his completed 
work of atonement by the sserlfldal 
death wherein he take* away the sins 
of the world. On the ground of the 
pcopttliiii.'a for sin which Jesas 
wrontftt (I John 8:8; lssuv'2»S»rH 
Cor. r>:ii t Gal.

i a mul race anyone may. not run 
Just because he wishes to do BO.
